* REV. JOHN GRIFFING JONES, 


“Was born in Jefferson county, Mississippi, August 23, 1804. His father, Jona- 
than Jones, died- when he was in his tenth year, but he had the training and 


maiden name of his mother was Phoebe Griffing. To her, under the blessing 
of God, he attributed his early consecration and life-long devotion to the cause 
.of Christ. His widowed mother being left with a small farm and six young 
children. John, the eldest, had to devote himself to farm labor unremittingly. 
On September 9, 1821, he was awakened to his condition as a sinner by wit- 
nessing the penitential agony of a beloved cousin just before her conversion at 
acamp meeting. From this time his course in life was changed—wicked asso- 
ie -citates were abandoned, sin was carefully avoided, and every known duty was 
(> ie diligently discharged. The work of grace was gradually but constantly devel- 





= : oping into true repentance toward God. After several weeks of earnest prayer 
ya and honest investigation he selected the Methodist Church as the one of all 
oe others whose doctrine and polity suited him best, and he was admitted within 
Fae ‘its pales as a seeker of salvation on October 19, 1821. Many of his nearest 
x kindred were members of the old Cane Ridge Church, and he derived great 


encouragement from their sympathy, their prayers and Godly counsel. 
While alone in the woods, engaged in prayer, in February, 1822, he was en- 

abled to embrace Jesus Christ as a present, willing and all- sufficient Saviour 
vt from the guilt, burden and power of sin, and simultaneously the love of God 
ae was shed abroad in his heart by the Holy Ghost. For days he enjoyed unin- 
a -terrupted peace, but not having opportunity to confer with an experienced 
Christian he was afterward sorely tempted to doubt his conversion ; for three 


ae months he was the subject of:'most perplexing doubts and fears. A Mother in 
id, _ Israel suspecting his condition, inquired if he had not at one time believed 
ar ‘that God had pardoned his sins. She urged him not to cast away his confi- 

dence, but to seek earnestly for the assurance of pardon. He soon entered 
q Ne into the light and liberty of the children of God. 


Encouraged by the older members, he was soon actively participating in the 
mY social meetings of the church. Near the time of his conversion he had strange 
impressions that at some future day he would have to preach the Gospel, but 
he resolutely refused to yield to such convictions, believing that he had neither 
the natural nor acquired qualifications for so fearfully responsible a calling. 
. When he obtained the witness of the@pi to his adoption into the family of 
ig ‘God, the thoughts of having to preach came again and filled all his waking 

hours. In reading his Bible, passages of Scripture were so powerfully ap- 





» plied as to convince him that it was the voice of God which was calling him to 


the work of the ministry. Atlength he said: “It is enough; I am without 


qualification, and the 1°; is dreary and dark before me, but T will obediently 


yield to the voice of my God and trust my future to Providence.”

example of a most devout Christian mother until his nineteenth year. The. 
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He was licensed to exhort early in 1823, but being closely confined at home 
ministering to a bed-ridden mother and managing the farm, he could only 
occasionally exercise his gifts in public exhortation. To obtain as far as pos-~ 
sible a preparation for the great work to which he believed God had called. 
him, every moment redeemed from necessary home duties was improved by 
reading, writing, meditation and prayer. Such was his thirst for knowledge 
and such his determined resolution to triumph over every obstacle that he: 
found delight in studying English grammar, the book lying open upon the log 
which he was sawing up for boards. 

He adopted what is known as the Wesleyan Theory of Christian Perfection. 
as to its Necessity, its Nature and its Attainableness. After ashort but earnest, 
all-absorbing struggle for the blessings of a pure heart, he obtained the great. 
salvation in August, 1822, from which time, through all the varied and trying 
scenes of after life, he never doubted the correctness of the theory nor the: 
reality of his experience. 

After the death of his mother, and after safe and comfortable homes had: 
been secured for his sister and four younger brothers, he felt that the way was: 
Providentially opened for him to devote himself wholly to preparation for the 
ministry. He had toseek employment at farm work to earn money with which. 
to purchase the necessary outfit to travel a circuit. 

He was licensed to preach, on October 9, 1824, and was recommended for ad- 
mission on trial in the Mississippi Annual Conference, by a District Conference 
of the old style, held at Bethel Camp Ground, Wilkinson county, Mississippi. 
He was immediately employed by the Presiding Elder, Dr. William Winans, to: 
fill a vacancy on the Amite Circuit. He preached his first sermon at Bethel 
Camp Meeting, from Acts xvii, 30, as the text: “‘ And the times of this ignorance: 
God winked at; but now commandeth all men everywhere to repent.” Hislast 
sérmon was preached at the Sam Jones Camp Meeting, on the 84th anniver- 
sary of his birth, from the text Matthew v, 6: “ Blessed are they that do hunger’ 
and thirst after righteousness, for they shall be filled.” 

He was admitted on trial in the Mississippi Conference at the session held. 
in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, December 24, 1824. In the same city he was ordained 
_ Deacon by Bishop Robert R. Roberts, December 17, 1826. He was ordained 
Elder, also in Tuscaloosa, by Bishop Joshua Soule. His connection with the: 
Conference was unbroken for sixty years, during which time he served stations: 
and circuits for nineteen years, on districts twelve years, on colored missions: 
for nine years, and was superannuated fur twenty-four years. He was an in- 
dustrious and successful student, He read the Pible consecutively through 


more than fifty times, and in addition he read the New Testament and Psalms- 


through more than one hundred times. 

He was aman of much prayer, observing daily regular hours for secret- 
prayer; whether alone or in company, at home or abroad, on stage, steamboat: 
or railroad, he never forgot or neglected the hcur made sacred by such con- 
tinued observance. 

On August 31, 1828, he was married to Miss Jane Oliphant Ross. He was- 
the father of eight children, five of whom survive him. He reared seven or- 
phans. He had the blessed satisfaction of seeing each one of his surviving 
children, as well as each one of his foster children, become a member of the 
- church and a professor of religion. 


He was of a very tender, sympathetic nature. Oftimes, when preaching or 
relating his religious experience, his heart would become too full for utterance, 
and gushing tears would tell more eloquently than words of the deep feeling 
reigning within. He loved Methodism with allits methods and means of grace. 
Like its incomparable founder, he believed that it was originated by the Great 
Creator for the special purpose of spreading Scriptural holiness over these: 


lands. He believed, too, that the Divine Hand was visible in directing all its. 


modifications and adaptations to the conversion of the world. 


As a preacher he was clear, scriptural, Wesleyan. With utterance remarkably 
distinct and penetrating, with language ever plain and terse, and, above all, 
with conceptions and ideas thoroughly understood by himself, his sermons were

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always an exact compliance with that time-honored Methodist injunction, 
“* Always make out what you take in hand.” Asa leader of the hosts at the 
grand camp meetings in the Southern part of Mississippi, when in his palmy 
days, he made impressions which wiil never be forgotten, and accomplished a 
-~work whose extent can never be known in this world. 

Asa writer he gained quite a prominent place in Methodist literary circles. 
Commencing early in his ministry, he kept up till the day of his death the habit 
of contributing regularly to the weekly religious press. His articles were 
always interesting and instructive. Combining good judgment and accurate 
esearch with growing experience, his deliverances could always be regarded as 
«comforming to the approved standard, and as containing wise and safe coun- 
sels. He wrote and had publisheda number of volumes, all of which show de- 
«cided merit, and some of them are unsurpassed of their kind. His style was 
particularly adapted to narration; he made no effort at ornamentation, but 
strove simply to deliver his thoughts in language characterized by propriety, 
purity and precision. His “Introduction of Protestantism into Mississippi” 
is a book of peculiar interest, narrating in a most appropriate and attractive 
manner the hardships and persecutions undergone by the pioneers of Scriptural 
‘Christianity. His “‘ History of Methodism in Mississippi” will give him his 
greatest fame, and will be the most highly prized. It has a valne beyond its lit- 
“erary excellence and beyond the thrilling account of the exploits of ‘the simple 
great ones gone forever and ever by,” because it contains the only account that 
is furnished or can now be furnished of. the rise and progress of Methodism in 
the Southwest. With the death of its venerable author the ability to procure 
and present this information to the world has passed away. 

Brother Jones was the recipient of signal honors from the Mississippi Con- 

ference, to whose members he was devotedly attached, and within whose bounds 
-the whole sixty-four years of his ministerial life was spent. He was elected a 
member of the Convention held in Louisville, Kentucky, in 1845, which formed 
the Methodist-Episcopal Church, SoutL. His counsel and prayers helped to 
jaunch the noble ship which, despite the tumultuous seas raging against her, 
jhas had so glorious a voyage, and which has landed so many thousands. He 
~was also elected a member of four sessions of the General Conference—the. 
‘first one held by the Church in Petersburg, Virginia, in 1846, the one held in 
Columbus, Georgia, in 1854, the one held in Nashville, in 1858, and the one 
held in New Orleans in 1866. The interests of the Church could be committed 
“60 no safer hands. 
_ His mind retained its clearness and his body its vigor to the very last of his © 
jife. During the forenoon of the day on which his confinement began, he 
made religious visits and wrote letters full of triumphant faith, declaring, “I 
know the time of my departure is at hand—I am ready.’ He retained his con- 
-sciousness all through his last illness—even up to the moment when he ceased 
to breathe—Monday, October 1, 1888, at 11:19 Pp. m. He gave the most minute 
directions in regard to his burial. 


Many expressions from his lips gave assurance of his realization that the 
earthly house of his tabernacle was being dissolved. He said: ‘My son, the 
time of my departure is at hand. I have kept the faith—I am ready. I am 
thankful that I never gave Satan a single day of my manhood life—now I re- 
joice that I have served God every day. My physical weakness is very oppres- 
sive, but my way is bright. Oh! the goodness of God! I have a desire to 
depart and be with Christ, but the Lord’s will be done.” va 

While the hand of love wiped his brow, he smiled and said, “That is the 
death-damp, my daughter. ‘ Death is swallowed upin victory. Thanks be un- 
to God which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ.’ “The room 
is full of angels.” 4 

For twelve years, the name of John G. Jones has stood by seniority first on 
the roll of the Mississippi Conference, and it will seem strange to strike it 


_ from its accustomed place. But he has gone to respond to the call of the 


Grand Scribe in “ the General Assembly and Church of the First Born, which 
are written in Heaven.” Thither let us strive to meet him.

family, occupying the parsonage at Rose Hill, in Jasper edie Miss., when 
his death occurred. | 

He was born in County Clare, Ireland, June 24, 1823. He was of a Women. : 
Catholic family, and duly baptized into the Catholic Church. Early in life it 
was discovered that he possessed a strong intellect, and that he was of a seri- 
ous turn of mind. It was, therefore, resolved to educate him for the priest- 
hood. He was accordingly put in school and educated, although he never filled — 
the office of priest in his mother church ; but he did fill it in a more orthodox. 
one, which was the result of Protestant enlightenment and of evangelical con- 
version. From the age of ten years to the time of his departure from Ireland, _ ye 
he was clerk in a Roman Catholic church. 


On January 2, 1848, he took passage for the United States of America. Af- 

ter his arrival he remained in New Orleans about a year, during which time he 
was employed as aclerk in the customhouse. In 1849 he went to Greene coun- 
ty, Ala., and in 1850 settled in Fayette county, Ala. He was there: employed. 
by a Mrs. Stuart, a devout Protestant, who made the first profound religious: 
impression upon him. She induced him to attend the Protestant Church, and- 
to read the Bible. In getting his consent to read the Bible, he had a great and 
long-continued struggle with his conscience ; but when this was overcome, he: 
eagerly read the Bible through, and diligently continued to read and study it. 
In April, 1853, he was soundly converted and received into the Methodist Epis- isle 
copal Church, South, by Rev. S. H. Cox, of the Alabama Conference. In No- 
vember, 1856, he was licensed to exhort, and in May, 1857, he was licensed to 
preach. He was admitted on trial into the Alabama Conference, at Macon, in. 
1858, and appointed to the Jasper circuit for the following year. The year 
1860 he traveled the Columbus circuit, as junior preacher, with Rev. A. J. Col-. 
man, senior preacher. At the close of that year he located. The years 1862, 
’63, 64, 65, he was employed on the New Lexington colored mission. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew, at Montgomery, Ala., 1860, and was or- 
dained elder by the same Bishop, at Tuscaloosa, in 1864. On May 17, 1854, 
he was happily married to Miss Mattie L. Davis, dapghter of Rev. John H. 
Davis, of Fayette county, Ala. Sister Brogan, with eight of their ten children, 
survine him. 


In 1866, in Enterprise, Miss., he was re-admitted into the Alabama Confer- 
ence. The,two years following he traveled the Littlesville circuit, in which 
work he had over 400 accessions to the church. He traveled the Marion circuit- 
in 1869 and 187U. In the year 1870, with a number of other members of the 
Alabama Conference, and with a part of the territory of that Conference, he 
was transferred to the Mississippi Conference. His appointments in the Mis- 
sissippi Conference, for seventeen years, were confined to the following coun- 
ties: Lauderdale, Neshoba, Clarke, Wayne and Jasper. 


Bro. Brogan was a solid character. He was both sound in faith and practice. 
He was on the right side of every question. He wasa well balanced man. He: 
had no eccentricities, and made but few mistakes. He was true to every trusts. 
and reliable under any and all circumstances. He was a good man, and known. 
as such wherever known atall. His great weight of influence, from his un- 
questioned solidity of character, rendered him a source of power in all his- 
work. He was a diligent student. He read and studied all the books and peri- 
odicals that he could get hold of, often regretting that he did not “have more. 
He constantly studied when alone, and without books, putting thought upon . 
thought, and connecting link with link, and treasuring these productions for Pr 
future use. His was a well-stored intellect. His habit was to preach three Sage 
sermons on Sunday, and he said that he did not-want more time to prepare a. 
sermon than while riding from one appointment to another. He had his stud- | 
ies for the present year marked out. ‘The first was Clarke’s Commentary. His- isa 
plan—in connection with his wife—was, to first read the Scripture and them, = 
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read the comment, marking and studying passages as they proceeded. From 
his return from Conference, December 20, to January 38—the beginning of his 
alarming illness—though unwell all the time, he had thus read to the eigth 


chapter of Exodus, and was reading at night, propped in his bed, when he took © 


the chill, precursor to the attack of pneumonia which proved fatal.. 

He was a hard worker. No circuit was too large for him; church duties 
were never too numerous. He was noted for multiplying his appointments 
and preaching at school-houses, at family residences, and wherever he could 
get even a small audience. In the last year of his ministry it was reported of 
him that he was “preaching wherever he could get a hitching-place for his 
horse.” In prayer-meetings, in protracted meetings, and in camp-meetiugs, 
he was untiring. He was faithful to visit the sick and to comfort the sorrow- 
ing. And, with these onerous church duties, he did much temporal work with 
his own hands, cultivating his garden and corn-patch, and building, repairing 
and improving parsonages, It was said of him, from the work which he did 
on parsonages and improvements about them, that, though deeded to the 
church, he had the largerclaim upon them. He never missed a session of our 
Annual Conference of which he was a member. He preached his last sermon 
in Paulding, January 1, withfever onhim. ‘“ Instant in season and out of sea- 
son.” “ He ceased at once to work and live.” 

His interest in Sunday-schools was unbounded. He organized a Sunday- 
school in every neighborhood, and strove to enlist all the people, especially 
the children, in thisimportant department of church work. His Sunday-school 
reports were invariably the best. In the DeSoto circuit he reported eleven. 
schools and 553 scholars, and in the Clarke circuit he reported thirteen schools 
“and 560 scholars. 

He was the principal exponent of pedo-Baptist doctrines in the eastern por- 
tion of the Mississippi Conference. In debate upon the subject of baptism 
he was a most formidable antagonist. Well-posted and fearless, he was ready 
without a moment’s warning. On one occasion a debater of great promin- 
ence was imported to combat him upon the subject of baptism. His oppo- 
nent made the opening speech. While Bro. Brogan was replying, his antagon- 
ist, to the great chagrin of his brethren, disappeared. Once, with his ‘‘ Da- 
mascus blade,’ he encountered a whole school of Anti-pedo theologues, and in 
a few minutes routed and vanquished them. The only apology with which I 
ever heard an opponent'try to meet his arguments was to say, ‘“ He’s crazy.” 
He did not debate through egotism or self-pleasure, but as the result of a pro- 
found conviction of truth. As a rule, his presence, in any part of the country 
produced silence on all disputed points, and gave the church rest. 

_ After his espousal of Protestanism he was abandoned by,all loved ones and 
Roman Catholic{friends. He was not even permitted to correspond with his 
nearest relations. This, however, only drove him nearer to Christ in his own 
faith. He had no worldly aspirations. He was satisfied with the humblest 
place in life, and was willing to be despisedjand unknown among men for 


' Christ’s sake. The sentiment of his heart was: 


“Go, then, earthly fame and treasure ; 
Come disaster, scorn and pain ; 

In thy service pain is pleasure, 
With thy favor loss is gain.” 


Delirious and unconscious of the fact that he was nearing his journey’s end, 
he did not say anything about dying—nor was anything necessary. His life . 
was sufficient. The work of no man’s life has been of a more solid character. 
Truly of him may be said: “He rests from his labors, and his works do fol- 
low.’ ‘ Well done, thou good and faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord.”

REV. GHO. F. THOMPSON 
Was born in Marion District, South Carolina, October 27, AL D., 1821, and died 
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suddenly in Ocean Springs, Miss., October 27, 1888, when he was just sixty- 
seven years old. ‘ 
He was converted at Ashbury Chapel, Memphis, Tenn., in the early 
spring of 1839, and was licensed to preach in May of the same year, 
In 1848 he was employed on a work by Bro. Steel, a Presiding Elder in the 
Arkansas Conference. The next year he entered the Conference on trial, and 
was sent to St. Francis Circuit. The year following he was sent to Mt. Vernon 
Circuit, where he remained two years. He was then (in 1852) transferred to 
the Memphis Conference, remaining four years. In 1856 he was transferred to 
the Mississippi Conference. From then until the day of his death he labored 
in our midst, filling missions, circuits, stations and districts. He was once presi- — 
i! dent of Whitworth College. There was nota break in his eff ective ministry, from 
Rr the day he came among us until the day he departed from us, for he “ ceased 
. at once to labor and to live.’’ One of old, guided Israel in the desert forty Yy 
years, his natural force was not abated, when he suddenly left a sorrowing host, ‘ 
and ascended to his God. 
Geo. F. Thompson was a teacher and guide in our Israel forty years, was 
* vigorous to the last, and suddenly passed away while guiding a flock that 
greatly loved him. He had been in charge at Ocean Springs three years, and 
at no time during his pastorate there was he held in higher esteem than at the 
time of his death. At the last visit of his presiding elder, many said to 
him, “ Brother Thompson has improved considerably in his preaching, and is 
popular with all classes. Several contributed to his support, that have never 
given anything to the support of any other minister in this place.” 
He had an affectionate nature ; was true to his friends, strong in his convic- 
tions—with courage to assert his views, regaidless of who might oppose them. 
He was an earnest Methodist. As a preacher, he was quite emotional. He 
said, “I cannot preach unless I have the Good Spirit with me.” He depended 
much on aid from above, and moved his congregation far more by pathos than 
logic. He accepted the statements of the Bible as true, and declared them as 
such ; attempted to prove nothing, thundered his bolts directly at the evil 
heart of unbelief, and recommended the precious blood for relief. His faith 
was simple and strong. I doubt if ever he was troubled with doubts. He be- 
lieved a.man might know whether he was accepted by Christ, as well as he 
would know if he had his coat on or off. In his last sermon he held up his 
glasses and said: “I feel just as sure of ascending to heaven if I should sud- 
denly die, as these glasses would descend to the floor if I should let them go. 
At the close of this service, he sang, “Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” with the 
chorus ; * Rock of Ages, Cleft for Me;” and before another Sabbath dawned, 
his faith was verified, his hope in full fruiticn ended, and in the presence of the tir 
- Master he was robed in white, bearing palms of victory, and his voice tremulous Mas 
with the new song of Moses and the Lamb, so I think.

With his martial cloak around him.” y rug 
His departure took place in vigorous manhood. The dates of his life read: A ae 


Born in St. Helena parish, La., December 28, 1865; converted at the age of 
eleven licensed to preach at seventeen ; admitted on trial in the Mississippi 
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Conference at nineteen. In 1884 he was appointed to assist on the Benton 
circuit; in 1885 heserved the North Wilkinson circuit ; in 1886 and 1887, Silver 
Creek ; in 1888 he was appointed to the Madison circuit. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Keener in Jackson, Miss., last December, and was admitted 
into full connection in the Mississippi Conference. He departed this life at the 
age of twenty-two years, seven months and one day. 
_ He died young, they say. But we do not measure life as God measures it, 
Life is not measured by its days and years, but by one’s conception.of God’s 
character, by usefulness in life, by fidelity to duty, and by the enjoyment of the 
atonement of Christ. Years to such alife are relative, and the life in the en- 
joyment of the Divine Spirit becomes, by its influence and principles, immortal 
as to this world. Then our young brother’s life was a consummate success, be- 
cause in his character the principles of Christ were unfolded and illustrated, and 
the power of the Holy Spirit had placed his life in communion with the eternal 
operations of God’s kingdom. His wasa noble young manhood; noble by nature 
and purified by grace. Decision was a prominent element in his character. He 
was the embodiment of independence; yet he was devoid of dogmatism. 

He was popular as a minister, but his popularity was not the result of a 
compromise with sin or laxity in his views concerning the evil tendencies of 
this age ; but it was the result of his generous and catholic spirit, social nature, 
earnestness, and his Christian life, which was ever potent for good. Sincerity 
‘was prominent in his life, and he had very little patience with insincerity in 
others. While he wasin sympathy with all Christians, he loved the church of 
his choice. Methodism to him meant redemption by the blood of Christ, and 
“he enjoyment of the Holy Ghost. He realized his conception of Methodism. 

As a singer, he often charmed his hearers, and often in coming years will 
memory call up his songs, while we lovingly think of him singing with the re- 
deemed in the summer-land of glory. He loved the itinerancy, and no one ever 
heard him speak of the so-called sacrifices of the pastorate. For him to preach 
was a grand privilege, and the thought that God had honored him in calling 
him to be a chosen vessel was an inspiration. He entered into the sorrows of 
others. His heart knew how to sympathize. Now we are sorrowful that he has 
left. But— 

“Sorows humanize our race, 
Tears are the showers that fertilize this world, 
And memory of things precious keepeth warm 
The heart that once did hold them.” 


Bro. Newsom was a good preacher, and he improved all the time. His 
preaching was effectual. There was a peculiar charm of directness in his ser- 
mons. Like Nathan, his words said: “Thou art the man.” In the study of his 
sermons, the Bible was his companion. Two years ago he married Miss Josie 
North, with whom he lived happily, and he found in her a great blessing. Our 
brother died at his post of duty. Hisshield was burnished. The sword was in 
his-hand. Surrounded by loved ones and appreciative friends, our young pas- 
tor preached his last sermon, which is the greatest of all sermons. He taught 
us how life is made beauteous and triumphant, and how death to the Christian 
is as calm as summer evenings are, and that the redeemed soul passes out from 
the shadows of this world into the brightness of the eternal. 

To his father, whose preacher-boy was the pride of his life; to his mother, 
whom “Jim” loved with filial devotion; to his brothers and sisters, who could 
not bid him farewell ; to his friends of Madison circuit, who loved and tenderly 
cared for him ; to his heart-broken wife and infant daughter, we offer our pro- 
found sympathy. 

How home-like heaven is becoming! Our earthly treasures are becoming 
our heavenly treasures. The loved one’s death quickens our steps to the golden 
city. Good night, dear Jim, until the breaking of the eternal morn, when we 
shall greet thee. .

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


It is gratifying to note that the educational institutions under the control of 


the Conference show a high degree of prosperity, notwithstanding the disasters . 


befalling the planting interests of the country. Methodist ministers and peo- 
ple are still true to the example and precept of their fathers in the apprecia- 
tion of education as furnished by Christian instructors. They emphasize 
Christian instructors, as no other kind ought to be permitted to have the con- 
trol of our youth. 

Your board think that less comparative attention has been given to the edu- 
cation of males than females. Five colleges under our control furnish educa- 
tion to females and all of them are successful, while only one college is provi- 
ded for males and that is not in a flourishing condition. This is a State of 
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things which should be carefully looked into and corrected. Unless the sexes 
are educated with some degree of equality, neither happiness in the domestic 
gircle nor success in social development can be expected. The Board of Edu- 
eation think that it is lamentable that such inadequate provision has been made 
for the education of our boys and that such a meager support is accorded to 
our only male college. From the reports referred to us we make the following 
presentation of the institutions under our patronage : 


OENTENARY COLLEGE. 


The trustees are fortunate in having secured to its presidency the Rev. W. L. 
©. Hunnicutt, D. D., experienced as an educator, with a natural fondness for 
the young and a remarkable aptness for imparting instruction. With him are 
associated a competent faculty. A sum of five hundred dollars has been put 
upon the buildings recently and they now present a greatly improved appear- 
ance. More students have been enrolled to date than were in attendance dur- 
ing the whole of last session. About twelve thousand dollars have been added 
to the endowment fund. It is greatly desirable to enlist the members of this 
Conference in an earnest and continuous effort to build up this venerable insti- 
tution. We recommend the appointment of Dr. Hunnicutt to the presidency. 


WHITWORTH COLEEGE. 


a This institution almost from its very beginning has shown a success unex- 
ampled in the history of like enterprises. It is believed by those who know it 
best that the present session gives evidence of progress which eclipses the 
brightest era of its brilliant past. The report of the trustees shows 16 teachers 
and 225 pupils, most of whom are boarders. Mississippians need go no farther 
than Whitworth to find what they need to educate their daughters in the aca- 
demic branches, in music and in art. 


‘ EAST MISSISSIPPI FEMALE OOLLEGE. 


The Board of Trustees have secured the services of the Rev. R. M. Saunders, 
formerly President of Norfolk, Virginia, Female College, for its Presidency. 
The reputation as an educator, which preceded him, has been fully sustained by 
his administration to date of the present session. He has assisting him eleven 
officers and teachers and they have enrolled to date 115 students. The locality 
of this college, its past success and its suitable buildings recommend it most 
highly to the patrons of education in East Mississippi. A debt of $5,500 has 
accrued and now hangs over the College, which is most embarrassing to its suc- 
cess. This Board therefore heartily endorses the request of the Trustees for 
the presiding Bishop of this Conference to appoint an energetic financial gH. 
agent to liquidate this debt, We recommend the appointment of Rev. R. M. ms 
Saunders to the Piesidency. 


PORY GIBSON FEMALE OCOLLEGE 


Is in the midst of a prosperous session, the attendance being considerably 
larger than at this date last year. The faculty is ample and faithful. The pu- 
pils are attentive and studious. The buildings are in a good condition. The 
location is healthful. Altogether the outlook for the institution is most favor- ~ 

- able. We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. E. H. Mounger to the Presi- 
dency. H.G. Millsaps and Rey. J. A. B. Jones are recommended to the Con- 
ference for confirmation as Trustees of Port Gibson Female College. 


WOODVILLE FEMALE SEMINARY. 


An earnest effort has been made for many years to sustain this institution by 
employing teachers of our own denomination and no success has followed. The 
trustees yielding to what they considered a necessity have leased the property 
to an Episcopal lady of high reputation as an educator for a term of five years. 
In order to enlist the patronage of the whole community they have also elected 
as trustees some men not of our church communion. ‘The Board of Education 
appreciating the difficulties in the case and hoping that the trustees will soon 
be able to bring the institution entirely under Methodist influence, do recom- 
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mend that the Conference confirm the election of the trustees they ask for, viz: 
M. H. Woodruff, I. T. Hart, Dr. T. O. Wood and L. T. Ventress. The trustees 
report five teachers, over sixty pupils, and that the buildings now valued at 
$6,000 are under the terms of contract being constantly improved. 


KAVANAUGH COLLEGE 


Closed its fourth term with a graduating class of six and a matriculation of 
175. Substantial additions have been made to the building, making the proper- 
ty worth now about $3,000. The fifth term has opened propitiously. The 
President reports that the outlook was never more hopeful. We recommend 
that H. W. Featherstun be re-appointed President. 

The Board also recommends that Waldo Worley Moore be appointed Presi- 
dent of Fairview Male and Female Institute, and that J. M. Pugh be appointed 
Principal of Franklinton High School. 

It has been reported to us that a sum of $569.30 has been paid in to date for 
educational purposes, which has been paid over to the President of Centenary 
College. 

Wo offer for adoption the following Resolutions, viz : 


1. That we realize the rapid strides being made around us in progress and 
learning and that we will still endeavor, both by precept and example, to keep 
our people fully abreast of the age. 

2. That a College for Males under the auspices and control of |the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South, ought to be established at some central and acces- 
ible point in the State of Mississippi. 

, 3. That a committee of three laymen and three preachers be appointed to 
confer with a like committee to be appointed by the North Mississippi Confer- 
ence to formulate plans to receive offers of donations of lands, buildings or 
money for that purpose and to report to the next session of said Conference. 
And we do this without any unfriendliness to Centenary College or desire to 
impair its influence or to interfere with the present endowment plan now being 
carried on by Dr. Hunnicutt, President of that honored institution.

REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


Your Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to make the following 
report: The Church of God has been the same in every age of the world, but 
in no age has its success been commensurate with that of the present. Not 
only its existence through the dark ages; its gradual dissipation of the night 
of hearhen lands ; its wonderful accomplishment throughout Christendom, but 
its grand achievements in our own Conference verify the promise of Christ, 


that “The gates of hell shall not prevail against it.’ We have listened with 


ineffable buoyancy of soul to the public and private reports of the brethren 
on the spiritual and temporal interests of their respective changes. In the. 
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main there has been a considerable advancement in these interests. Persons 
fossilized through ignorance and deeply radicated prejudices against the pro- 


gressive movements of the church have been induced to fallin line with the . 


same. ‘Thralls to indifferentism have been liberated, and their cry now is, 
“ onward all the time with the work of God.” There is not only an increased 
effort for the erection of churches and parsonages, and to repair dilapidated. 
ones, but also to make them comfortable and fully expressive of the financial 
ability of the community in which they are located. More atteution is being 
paid to securing good titles to churches and church property generally than 
heretofore. The difficulties in the way of church collections are growing less: 
annually. The love and zeal of our church for the missionary cause have by 
far exceeded our expectations. Prayer-meetings are more numerous and are 
well attended. There is an increase in family altars. In some communities 
all the young men who are members of the church pray in public. Our people 
are becoming more careful about contracting and ypaying debts. Economy 
and honesty are among the elements of their religion. ‘heir relish for danc- 
ing and theater-going is almost completeiy extinguished in some localities. 
Very little attention, however, is given to class-meetings. Some of our preach- 
ers esteem them as things of the past, but since they are enjoined upon us by 
our discipline, we think that they should not be thus esteemed. In some 
charges, little or no attention is paid to fasting, thereby disregarding not only 
a requirement of our discipline which we are pledged to obey, but also of the 
Book of God. Itis becoming exceedingly fashionable for our people to sit 
upon their seats during public prayer instead of kneeling upon their knees as 
our discipline directs. With a view to coriect some omissions and irregularities 
we append the following resolutions : ; 

Resolved, That we as Christians ought not to surrender our gravity and dig- 
nity as such in subserving to the popular current of the world. 

fvesolved, That we, as Methodists, should guard against measuring ourselves 
and one another by any other standard than that of the Bible and our discipline. 

esolved, That our ministers are hereby requested to urge our people assidu- 
ously to strict obedience to all the requirements of our discipline, both by pre- 
cept and example. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that all schemes of lottery 
and raffling, partake of the nature of gambling, are wrong in principle, and 
should be discountenanced by our church and ministry everywhere.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 


The Sunday School Board submit the following as their Annual Report : 
There are reported within the bounds of our Conference 399 Sunday Schools, 


1,955 officers and teachers, and 15,295 scholars. This is an increase over last 


year of ten Sunday Schools, six officers and teachers, and 685 scholars. 

We feel confident that our people, in many places, do not appreciate the 
possibilities of this providential institution. We ought to have more children, 
better methods, and greater zeal in our Sunday Schools. It is the “Garden of 
the Lord,” and it should be diligently cultivated ; and where this is done it 
yields an abundant harvest. Nearly all the conversions and accessions to the 
church under our ministry, especially in our towns and cities, are among the 
Sunday School children. , i 

It would be difficult to properly estimate the good that is being done in this 
department of our work. Religious intelligence is disseminated, good morals 
are promoted, and character is developed under the benign influence of the 
Sunday School. But we desire to call special attention to the importance of 
bringing the children to a saving knowledge of Christ early in life. Sunday 
School teachers ought to labor and pray for this result as the prime object of 
their vocation. There are some teachers who do this, and God blesses their 
labors with success. We would be glad to know that all our Sunday School 
workers were laboring for the same results with a zeal which is according to 
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knowledge. But we fear that in many instances this work is performed in a 
perfunctory manner, with no definite end in view. 

The attention of thoughtful Christians has been arrested by the apparent in- 
disposition on the part of Sabbath School children to attend public worship. 
This is an evil to be deplored, but who is to blame? When parents without 
excuse ignore the Sabbath School, with what justice can they blame their chil- 
dren for absenting themselves from church? Often, too, a want of parental 
oversight and management promotes this lamentable dereliction of duty. 

The Sabbath School proposes to teach the Scriptures, and to apply their les- 
sons of admonition and comfort to the concerns of daily life; to open and make 
plain the approaches to the visible church; to lead children into God’s Temple, 
and to incarnate in them, as it were, the gracious influences of personal godli- 
ness, But when the children only go to “Sabbath School” and their parents to 

“church” there arises a quasi antagonism between the two which must always 
be harmful. The Sabbath School and church are alike for the old and the 
young. If parents, as far as consistent with home duties, could be induced to 
attend the Sabbath School with their children, and engage with them in its ex- 
ercises and in the study of the Holy Bible, there would no longer be any cause 
for complaint. This would not only remove the difficulty of bringing the chil- 
dren to church, but it would also promote among our people a more systematic 
study of the word of God, and consequently a more intelligent and solid type 
of piety. ; : 

We are pleased to note an increase in the collections on Children’s Day. 
Last year the amount placed in our hands, after the deduction of the ten per -

4. No application for aid shall be considered when the design is to purchase 
literature other than our own. 

5. Blank forms of application for aid will be furnished any who may aesire 
them by the Treasurer of our Board, Rev. H. R. Singleton.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 


On the question of temperance Methodism has never occupied an equivocal 
position. From the very incipiency of our ecclesiastical organization and ex- 
istence our general rules have prohibited not only ‘ drunkenness,” but also the 
‘“‘ drinking of spiritaous liquors except in cases of necessity.” Equally well de- 
fined is our attitude toward the traffic in intoxicating drinks. It would be dif- 
ficult to find in the literature of the world a more terrific indictment against 
the liquor traffic than that which was penned by our illustrious founder, John 
Wesley. Our book of Discipline declares the liquor traffic an immorality which 
can receive no countenance from the Church of God. Theoretically, then, the 
Church stands just where God would have her stand—the determined, unrelent- 
ing foe of the manufacture, the sale and the use of intoxicants as a beverage. 

But theory is one thing, practice quite another. Law is one thing, adminis- 
tration another. Candor compels us to admit that our theory and our practice 
do not always correspond. Notwithstanding our stringent laws we have mem- 
bers “ not a few” who are habitual dram drinkers, and we have other members 
who encourage and abet the traffic in intoxicants. Our first great need, there - 
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fore, is to bring about a correspondency between our theory and our practice. 
The pulpit should have a special message for every pew in which the faintest 
odor of alcohol can be detected. Many of our people need to be enlightened 
upon this subject. Even in the latter part of the nineteenth century there are 
those among us who need to be taught what God revealed thousands of years 
ago, and what science has since confirmed by a thousand converging lines of 
proof—that alcohol is a deadly poison, and that it should be used only as other 
poisons are used—for medicinal purposes. Not only should this truth be taught 
from the pulpit, but there should be some provision for the regular, systematic in- 
struction of our children on this subject. We think that the time has arrived when 
temperance literature of the catechetical order should issue from our Publishing 
House and find its way into all our Sunday-schools. Why should the children 
of the Church be forced to look to outside agencies for instruction on this all- 


important subject? But not only is there need for instruction in regard to the | 


use of intoxicants—there is equal need that the attitude of the Church towards 
the liquor traffic should be proclaimed with emphasis from all our pulpits. 
There are those among us who seem not to know that the attitude of the Church 
toward the liquor traflic is one of uncompromising hostility, and that every 
church member violates his obligation when he casts a ballot for the perpetua- 
tion of thesaloon. In conclusion we offer the following resolutions : 


1. Resolved, That it is the duty of our people to use all legitimate means for 
the suppression ofjthe liquor traffic. 


2. Resolved, That it is our duty to vote as we pray—in other words to cast our 
ballots only for men who will wield the prerogatives of official station for the 
furtherance of the interests of the temperance cause. © 


3. .Resolved, That we hereby memorialize the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
sissippi at its next session to pass a temperance scientific instruction bill simi- 
lar to that which was recently enacted by the Congress of the United States. 


4, Resolved, That we call the attention of our Publishing House to the need 
of a series of temperance catechisms for use in our Sunday-schools.

REPORT OF COMMITEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 


We have considered the subject given us as fully as'time afforded, and we 
have gathered some information in reference thereto. The Bible is the Book 
of books—the word of God, and should be in the hands of every thinking mor- 
tal—and the great work of giving the word to the world is going forward. It 
was begun in earnest seventy-two years ago, when that great institution, the 
American Bible Society, came into being. 


During these seventy-two years the Society has printed and circulated about 
fifty million Bibles and parts of the Bible. 

By their colporteurs the whole country has been repeatedly canvassed and 
supplied with the word of God. Bibles have been printed in about 260 lan- 
guages and for the blind; and in foreign countries the Society has now ten 
nent at different foreign stations, and are sending the Bible.all over the 
world. 

In our own Conference bounds}we are doing something. One of our P. O.’s 
tells us he he has sold this year about seventy dollars worth of the word —others 
have sold it in less quantities. ; 

Our active District Superintendent, Bro. McLaurin, has traveled during the 
year over a large part of Mississippi and Louisiana delivering addresses, or- 
ganizing Bible Societies, and sending out colporteurs, and yet the people are 
not fully supplied. 

There is a constantly increasing population by immigration and otherwise, 
among us, and an increasing desire for the word of God and the Church must 
meet this need and demand, or incur the displeasure of its Great Head. 

Every minister of God knows more or less of the advantages of, and the aid 
received in his work by having his congregation well supplied with the word of 
God ; and will certainly co-operate with any and all workers in this field of 
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labor. And we suggest that every child of the church and congregation that 
can read, be supplied with a copy of the Bible, or Testament. _ 

We also suggest that the Bible be used in all our Sunday Schools in connec- 
tion with our Lesson papers, and frequently used in our prayer-meetings, and 
that all-our people be urged to read and study more the word of God, and to 
aid in its circulation. The word of God has often been known to accomplish 
the work of human salvation without aid of the living teacher—and often to 
prepare the way for him as in the case of Philip and the eunuch ; indeed, noth- 
ing of real positive good is accomplished without it. The word of God is the 
law of all laws, and must rule the world, the light of all lights, the joy all 
joys. The glory of the church and the life of the world. 

We offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That we, the members of this Conference, co-operate with the 
American Bible Society and with the District Superintendent, J. W. McLaurin, 
in the great and good work of supplying the people with the Word of God, and 
that we set apart the first Sunday in June next as Bible Day in this Confer- 
ence, that the P. C. see that suitable services be then held in his charge, and 
that collection be taken to aid in our circulating the Bible.

To tue BisHor AND Members oF THE MississtPpPp1 CONFERENCE : 
_ Breruren :—Your Committee has examined the records of all the Districts 
and agreed to make the following observations, to-wit : 


The Meridian District Records are blurred and blotted, and hence lacking in 
proper neatness. On one page we find a part of the minutes written ona strip 
of paper and pasted across the centre of the page, thereby obscuring another 
part of the minutes and presenting a loose and negligent appearance. This 
manner of transcribing is thoroughly out of place and taste, subjecting the 
districi to a probable loss of a part of its records. We find these minutes not 
read and approved. After the signatures of the President and Secretary there 
appears a supplemental record which is a vital part of the proceedings, and 
should appear in the body of the minutes. 

The Brandon and Sea-Shore District Records need nothing but commenda- | 
tion. Either might be taken as a model. 

The Secretary of the Jackson District Conference fails tu State the name of 
the district, and does not prepare the marginal readings. His work is neat. 

The Records of the Woodville and Brookhaven District are well arranged and 
copious. The marginal readings of the latter are incomplete In both we find 
a supplemental record which should appear in the regular minutes, 

The Vicksburg District Records are complete excepting a lack of marginal 
indexing to afford ready reference to its contents. 

We would suggest that the Presiding Elders call the attentionof Secretaries of 
District Conferences to the importance of formulating their minutes neatly and 
intelligibly by giving boldness of position to general divisions and headings 
and making the necessary marginal observations,

REPORT BOARD OF MISSIONS. 
We are grateful to the Great Head of the church for the advance made dur- 


- ing this year toward the final conquest of heathenism to Christ and for the 


many effectual doors that are opening before us. That so many are willing to 
go at the Macedonian call, bids us provide the means, to send more (/iberally. 
There has been improvement in this respect among us. Instead of $5,495.00 
brought in on regular collections for Foreign Missions, last year, we have at 
this time reported $5,961.45, Foreign Missions $466.45 increase. The self-denial 
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offerings, however, have fallen much below last year, only $],068.95 yet report- 


ed against $1,990.73 last year. The Woman’s Missionary Society has done bet- 
ter than heretofore, but we have not the exact figures before us. Weagain and 


with emphasis commend their branch of the work to all the brethren. The 


efforts of our ladies do not lessen contributions to the “Parent Board,” but: 
stimulate liberality among the people. Let us speed their blessed work. 

Our Domestic Mission work demands special attention from us just now. 
While we are sending missionaries to semi-heathen Brazil and Mexico—and we 
should do much more on this line—let us not forget that many parts of our own 


territory are dominated by the same influence that has corrupted the morals of’ 


these nations. Our assessments for this home work have been far below the 
measure of Our opportunity and our duty. Yet our receipts are far below the 
assessments and even much below the appropriations made, and now well earned 
by faithful brethren who look to us almost pleadingly to redeem our promise to 
them, Instead of $2,060.00 assessed, we have in hand only $1,575.00, an in- 
crease of $175.00. The amount needed for barely meeting our obligations is 
$1,900.00—an actual deficit of $325.00. Brethren, let us appreciate the real 
magnitude and urgent need of this work. We ought to make this assessment 
at least double what it now is. and raise every dollar thereof. 

Our Anniversary was ably addressed by our President and Bishop Galloway. 

The collection, amounting to $220.20, was equally divided between the Domes- 
tic and Foreign work. We would urge upon the brethren a greater diligence 
in pressing the claim of the home work. ‘The demands for appropriations are: 
so great that we are forced to make the assessment larger by one-third than. 


heretofore. _. We commend the example of the Brookhaven District, in which: 


every charge reported a fair collection, and several, good ones. The assess- 
ment to this District is more nearly met than any other District in the Confer- 
ence, lacking only $30.00. A large part of this has been made up at our anni- 
versary collection. We observe with pain that many brethren appear to re- 
gard this collection as of littleimportance. If our own State is to be saved 
from floods of unrighteousness we must bestir ourselves in behalf of our home 
missionary work. 

Resolved, That we will take our Foreign Missionary collection by the first of 
April and our Domestic by the first of June, and strive equally to bring up the 
whole assessment.

tions ; being out of debt and a dividend declared, an appropriation of five 
thousand dollars has been made to the claimants specified in the Sixth Restric- 
tive Rule of our Discipline, with fifteen hundred dollars for the improvement 
of the Review, and twelve hundred for the improvement of the Sunday-school 
literature. We feel much gratified to say that our Revised Hymn Book will be 
ready in January next. An edition containing nine hundred hymns, bound in 
cloth, will be sold at the nominal price of twenty-five cents per copy, and the 
edition, in more substantial bindings, at corresponding prices. 

We note with yreat pleasure the decided improvement being made in our 
Sunday-school literature, and would urgently request that every pastor see that 
it is used exclusively in our Methodist Sunday-schools, believing, as we do, that 
it is equal to any, and far superior to that class of Sunday-school literature 
which claims to be cheaper, but not in harmony with the doctrines of our 
Church, and very hurtful to our children. 

The Southern Methodist Quarterly Review, so ably edited by Rev. W. P. Har- 
rison, D. D,, and containing eight hundred pages filled with gems of the richest 
thoughts, and equal, if not superior, in mechanical execution to any of the Re- 
views, and published at the low price of two dollars and fifty cents per annum, 
we do most heartily commend it to the patronage of the public on its merits, 
and recommend that each pastor present its claims to his congregation, thereby 
enlarging its circulation and making it self-sustaining. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate, our own splendid connectional organ, under 
the editorial conduct of Rev. O. P. Fitzgerald, D.D., and Rev. J. W. Boswell, D. 
D., who conjointly have made it a most valuable and instructive paper, and 
worthy of the patronage of all our people, we most heartily commend.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES ON CONFERENCE ENDOWMENT 
FUND. 


Tothe Presiding Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference, Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South: 

BRETHREN: We would report that immediately after our election last Decem- 
ber we organized, by electing T. L. Mellen, President, C. G. Andrews, Secreta- 
ry, and R. J. Jones, Treasurer. 

An act of incorporation was carefully and kindly drafted by our Brother W. 
L. Nugent, and passed by the Legislature, and duly approved March 7, 1888, by 
the Governor of the State. 

Our corporate name is “The Trustees of the Conference Endowment Fund 
of the Mississippi Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South ;” and by that name we possess ordinary corporate rights, and may take, 
and receive gifts of property, money, bonds, bills or other choses in action, in 
trust and for the benefit of the superanuated preachers of the said Mississippi 
Annual Conference and the widows, and orphans under sixteen years of age of 
preachers of said Conference who have heretofore departed, or may hereafter 
depart this life, and may convert such property or choses in action, into mon- 
ey, and invest the same in securities bearing a rate per cent. of interest not 
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* p 
greater than that allowed by law, and pay the interest thereon annually to 
said Conference for distribution among the beneficiaries thereof under the dis- 
cipline or law of said church. ; 

Our charter further provides that we should be the Trustees of said Confer- 
ence Endowment Fund, until the next [now the present] session of the said 
Mississippi Annual Conference, when our successors should be elected, who 
shall fill the office for one year, and their places shall then and thereafter an- 
nually be filled by the said Annual Conference at each succeeding session. 

Our charter exempts no property from taxation, but may at any time be re- 
pealed and our affairs be liquidated under direction of the Legislature. Since 
our incorporation, to-wit : December 8, 1888, we have re-organized, re-electing 
the same Officers as below. 

We have received from the estate of the late Vice-President, Judge Edward 
McGehee, of Wilkinson county, the sum of one hundred and five dollars and 
twenty-six cents, to be invested by our successors to be elected at the present 
session of our Conference. We request the Conference to elect Trustees in 
accordance with law, without fail, as a failure would work an immediate for- 
feiture of our charter. The newly elected Trustees should organize before the 
adjournment of the Conference.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON OBSERVANCE OF SABBATH. 


Your Committee are glad to report, that from the best information they 
are able to gather, the subject of keeping the Sabbath day holy, is engaging 
the attention of our church and ministry, more and more, each year, and this 
year has been no exception to the rule, but if any difference, the interest 
has increased, and we commend our ministers for bringing this subject so 
prominently before our people, and in view of the fact that the Sabbath is be- 
ing ignored by railroad companies, and other incorporations, as well as by in- 
dividuals, within the bounds of our Conference, we urge our ministry to still 
greater zeal in this direction. . 

We would especially warn the parents of our church against the danger of 
allowing their children to violate the sanctity of the Sabbath by attending 
base-ball plays, conversation parties, and other social gatherings of young 
people, not for religious purposes—or attending and engaging in any frivol- 
ous amusements on the Sabbath day, believing as we do, that the better way 
is train up a child (on this line) in the way he should go, and when he is old he 
will not depart from it. 

We furthermore deprecate the habit of some of the good women of our 
church of cooking unnecessarily on the Sabbath; would recommend that they 
perform this labor, as far as practicable, on Saturday, and would recommend 
to our ministry that they use their influence in this direction by “ eating such 
things as are set before them on Sunday, asking no questions.” 

We recommend the passage of the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That we as a Conference pledge ourselves to use all our influ- 
ence against the violation of the Sabbath, by railroad companies and other 
incorporations, as well as by individuals. 

2. Resolved, That we especially request our membership to refrain as far 
as possible, from traveling on railroads on the Sabbath, and also to refrain 
pile all secular business on that day, thereby setting a good example before 
‘the world.

3. Resolved, That we hereby protest against the habit of some of our mem- 
bership of local visiting on the Sabbath, because they thereby not only are. 
kept from attending church themselves, but hinder others.
